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Council calls 
for curb 
on pay day 
lenders 


THE council is getting tough with 
‘pay day’ lenders in its latest bid to 
tackle poverty in the royal borough. 

Royal borough councillors agree the 
growth of lending companies is exploiting 
people on low incomes and on benefits. 

In a unanimous decision, they called 
for government action after hearing how 
lenders can charge massive interest rates 
of over 1,000 per cent APR on short-term 
loans. 

The council has already asked the 
government to change the planning rules 
on betting shops, which can open in town 
centres without any special planning 
permission. Pay day lenders fall into 
the same category and councillors want 


the government to introduce a separate 
planning permission status which could 
help to control the number of pay day 
lenders in a particular area. 

During full council meeting on January 
29, councillors welcomed the news that 
the government wants a new legal cap 
on the overall cost of pay day loans, 
including the high charges and fees levied 
on borrowers on top of interest rates, as a 
way of protecting vulnerable people. 

They also praised the work of credit 
unions and the Citizens Advice Bureau 
for giving help to people who might be 
tempted to go to a pay day lender. 

The royal borough already supports a 
number of initiatives to tackle poverty 
and help people borrow money - without 


resorting to loan sharks and high-interest 
payday lenders. 

The council-sponsored Greenwich & 
Bexley Credit Union is planning to work 
alongside local housing associations 
to provide instant loans and budgeting 
accounts for tenants. 

It has also been working with the 
council on an interest-free loan scheme to 
provide people with rent deposits in the 
private sector. It aims to help people who 
are in need of a home but who are not 
considered to be high priority. 

The council is also backing a new project 
launched to help young people with their 
money and prevent them turning to pay

I can only imagine what it 
could have done to a family dog if we had 
not taken it to the PDSA. I strongly feel 
that Greenwich Council needs to provide 


a 24 hour dog warden service for stray 
dogs before another animal or person is 
hurt.

Royal borough in ongoing 
discussions with the Army 


THE council is in ongoing 
talks with the Army 
about an appropriate way 
to remember murdered 
soldier Lee Rigby. 

A spokesperson for the 
royal borough said: “Since 
the day of Lee Rigby’s 
tragic death, the council 
has been overwhelmed 
by interest in a local 
memorial for Lee Rigby 
and we appreciate public 
feelings about this tragic 
murder. 


“Contrary to some 
newspaper reports, 
the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich has not 
refused any request for a 
memorial. 

“From the outset, the 
council has determined to 
work with and through 
the Army which Lee loved 
and through which he 
served his country and 
gave his life. Given the 
Army’s historic role in 
the history of our town it 


does not make sense to do 
otherwise. 

“The Army has been our 
link to Lee’s family and 
we will continue to work 
through and with them in 
managing this still painful 
and raw matter. 

“We will consider 
requests through the 
Army, but would expect 
the Army to be the first 
port of call for those 
wishing to propose 
memorials.”

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Nurse sentenced to community order for housing fraud 


A NURSING officer has been 
ordered to carry out 180 hours 
of community service and to 
repay the royal borough after 
admitting housing fraud. 

The action followed an 
investigation by the royal 
borough fraud officers. 

Fatmata Mansaray, 39, 
admitted the charge and 
was sentenced by Bexley 
magistrates on January 27. 

She was also told to pay £500 
to the council and legal costs 
of £200. 

The court heard how she 
had obtained a two-bedroom 


flat from the royal borough 
after declaring, in January 
2012, that she was living 
with her daughter in one 
room in privately rented 
accommodation in Eltham. 

Borough investigators 

found that Mansaray had not 
been renting a room at the 
Rochester Way address, but 
in fact had owned the three- 
bedroom house since 2004. 

Interviewed under caution by 
council officers, she admitted 
owning the property at the 
time of accepting a flat from 
the royal borough, but said her 


husband paid the mortgage 
and she was his tenant. 

She was charged with two 
offences under the Fraud Act 
2006 and, appearing at Bexley 
Magistrates’ Court on January 
13, pleaded guilty. 

On January 27 she apologised 
for her actions and received 
her sentence. 

The borough made a claim 
for financial losses caused by 
having to provide emergency 
accommodation to those in 
genuine need as it was not 
able to use the property that 
Mansaray had obtained. 


Cllr Steve Offord, cabinet 
member for housing said: “In 
the last few years the royal 
borough has increased its 
procedures for preventing this 
type of fraud and new detection 
methods are now being used to 
full affect. 

“This successful case is 
another example of the good 
work now being undertaken 
and sends a strong message to 
those who set out to defraud us 
of our valuable housing stock 
that ‘you will get caught’.”

Cllr Jackie Smith, cabinet 
member for children and young 
people said: “I’m delighted 
that so many of the royal 
borough’s primary schools have 
deservedly been recognised for 
achieving outstanding results 
and progress between key stage 
1 and 2. 

“The fact that many of our 
schools have been praised by 
the Minister of State for Schools 
is testament to the hard work 
of staff and pupils and I’d like 
to congratulate them on this 
achievement.” 


THE council wants to know what 
people think about its licensing 
scheme for traders who want 
to expand their businesses 
on to the pavement. 

Royal Greenwich was among 
the very last London boroughs 
to introduce a licensing scheme 
in a bid to encourage traders 
to expand their trade while 
protecting passers-by like mums 
with prams or wheelchair users 
from the hazards of cafe or 
restaurant tables and chairs, 
or stalls on the pavement. 

In line with other boroughs 
Greenwich asked businesses 
to pay a fee if they wanted to 
trade from the pavement. 

Now the council wants to 
know how the scheme is 
working, and what people 
affected think about it. 

It launched a feedback survey 
on Friday (February 7) which will 
run for six weeks until March 21. 

Letters are going out to 
residents who live near the 
licensable pavement trading 
sites, the businesses themselves, 
the highways authority, and

groups representing affected 
groups, such as disabled 
people. Views are wanted on 
what people think is the best 
way forward for the scheme. 

Questions in the consultation 
include whether people think 
there should be a flat rate for 
a licence, or whether it should 
be based on the amount of 
space used, or whether certain 
businesses should pay more 
- or be exempt altogether. 

At the moment, businesses 
which want to carry out trading on 
the street must apply for a permit, 
and pay a fee. It works out at £7 
a week for the first square metre 
and half that for each subsequent 
square metre. The council’s 
street trading team makes site 
inspections and helps people 
complete their application form. 
The current scheme remains 
in place pending the outcome 
of the council consultation.

It's time to 


WITH so many ways to 
learn to cycle and with 
many routes to explore, 
there has never been 
a better time to learn 
to cycle. IAN LAMONT 
looks at what's on offer 


YCLISTS of all ages have never 
had more opportunities to learn 
'to cycle in the royal borough, 
whatever their cycling ambitions. 

Whether people want to end up racing, 
riding to work or just exploring the many 
cycle routes around the borough, there are a 
number of ways to learn. 

Adults can just turn up to courses at 
the Royal Arsenal at weekends, where 
equipment is provided. The courses, which 
have been running for eight years meet 

national standards. 

But the royal borough also goes the extra 
mile for those with specific aims with its 
1-2-1 training, offering one instructor to one 
rider. 

This service can be used by complete 
beginners or experienced cyclists and at 
times and locations which suit them and 
mostly involves training at a person’s house 
or nearby park. In the past this was just 
available to more experienced cyclists, but is 
now open to beginners. 

Cycle trainers can accompany residents 
on their way to work, or perhaps the local 
shops, showing residents the safest routes 
and offering tips on skills and staying out of 
danger on two wheels. 

One person who took advantage of that 
personal service is Jackie Tomes, who 
decided she needed help commuting 
between her home in West Thamesmead 
and her work in Covent Garden. 

Her journey is about 12 miles and takes 
just under an hour. She had an accompanied 
commute with a borough trainer in 
December, then did further sessions in 
January around Woolwich, focusing on the 
roundabout under the A2 flyover, near The 
02 arena where, she noted, cyclists could 
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struggle in a heavily used area. 

Jackie said: “I have been 
commuting to work on my 
bike for two years, but after the 
recent spate of cyclist deaths 
in London I decided I needed to 
do something to try to keep me 
safer on the road.” 

She came across a weblink to the 
royal borough’s cycle safety team. 

“I never expected that 1-2-1 sessions would 
be on offer for no cost,” said Jackie. “I was 
accompanied on my commute one morning 
and given tips about how to position myself 
better on the roads and at junctions to 


minimise the likelihood 
of being involved in an accident. Some of 
the safety tips are really the opposite of what 
you think you should be doing. It was really 
good to have the ‘cyclist blackspots’ pointed 
out to me, and has heightened my awareness 


'I'm not too old to become proud of myself' 


F ORMER teacher Caroline 
Hall set herself the target 
of finding a new challenge 
every year when she retired. 

The Cambridge Harriers 
Athletics Club member found 
she was no longer able to keep 
up in the sprints. 

So when she saw an advert 
in GT for cyclists stating 
‘no lycra, no experience’ she 
thought it was exactly what 
she was looking for. 

Two years on from joining 
the Limited Edition group’s 
Fit Club, the 65-year-old is 
now hoping her application 
will be accepted for Ride 100 
- cycling a hundred miles in 
a day starting and finishing 
in London and taking in 


Olympic routes in Surrey. 

“To be able to cycle past 
Buckingham Palace and other 
places in my own city, well I 
really would be proud,” she 
said “I’m not too old to be 
proud of myself!” 

Her journey to becoming a 
serious cyclists began with 
simple steps at the Fit Club. 
Now she “puts something 
back” by leading sessions and 
rides out into the countryside 

- and her family knows 
Sundays are “sacrosanct” to 
her cycling. 

The Blackheath resident, 
said: “I’ve always been 
involved in sport of some kind 

- such as yoga, swimming 
or athletics. It got to a point 


where I couldn’t do the sprints 
any more, so I needed to find 
something else to do. 

“I used to do swimming 
on a Sunday morning at 
the Waterfront. One day I 
came out and three cyclists 
had stopped for a breather. 
They said they were doing 
the London to Brighton the 
following week and I thought 
I wouldn’t mind doing a long 
ride.” 

Responding to an advert, 
she signed up for Fit Club in 
February 2011. 

“I met some lovely people, 
who were so kind and helpful 
and supportive. At that time, 
cycling to Danson Park, which 
was 15 or 20 miles, seemed an 


awful long way. They give you 
wonderful advice on things 
like how to position yourself. 

I was wondering why I was 
wobbling at traffic lights and 
they told me you need to slow 
down through the gears as 
you approach them.” 

A new world opened up, of 
countryside places around 
the borough and beyond, 
stretching to places such as 
Westerham, in Kent, inspiring 
Caroline to help out at the 
club. 

“I’ve had so much from 
the people there I thought I 
should give something back,” 
she said. “So I’ve led some of 
the rides - at my age it’s not 
going to be a very fast pace.”

“I am definitely a 
savvier, safer cyclist and 
I would recommend any 
cyclist to do the same, 
regardless of experience. 
It is a fantastic service 
that is on offer.” 

The Saturday sessions, 
for adults, at the Heritage 
Centre on the Royal 
Arsenal, Woolwich are free and all 
bikes and equipment are provided, or you 
can take your own. 

Beginners courses are at 1.30pm. For those 


with experience, sessions riding on roads 
start at 10.30am. 

The royal borough also runs Bikeability 
cycling courses in 64 primary schools for 
Year 5 and Year 6 pupils. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the council’s cabinet 
member with responsibility for transport, 
said: “It’s great to hear that cyclists of all 
abilities are making use of the support on 
offer and I would encourage anybody that 
wants to ride to join in one of the many 
training courses on offer.”

RESIDENTS wanting to plan a cycling 
leisure trip, perhaps to get out into the 
country at a weekend, has a range of 
resources to research their journey.

'Every rider is unique' 


E VERY member is unique, is the 
slogan of Limited Edition Cycling, 
a club which runs several sessions 
for residents of all ages and abilities 
across the royal borough. 

The group recently started its fourth 
‘Fit Camp’ for cyclists who are new or 
returning to the saddle. 

Ollie Golding, chair and lead coach 
of Limited Edition, said: 

“We’re getting 
lots of enquiries 
and run club 
events several 
times a week. 

“Most of the 
members come 
through Fit Camp. 

Whether they are 
starting cycling 
or coming back 
to it after several 
years, people can 
end up going on 
40 or 60 mile rides 
regularly.” 

An initial 12- 
week course on 
Sundays - led by 
a core rotated 
group of six 
leaders - begins 
with a gentle 
session around 
Eltham Park in 
the first week, 
when people 
receive tips on 
basic skills like 
stopping. 

“Many people are just nervous,” 
explains Ollie. “We talk them through 
gears, steering and riding safely. 

“Then the next week we’ll take them 
out onto a quiet road and get them 
going past parked cars.” 

Future weeks will see riders 
progress to busier routes and longer 
ones - it is simply a matter of building 
confidence, for many - who then go on 
to take on bigger challenges. 

“People realise they can cycle and 
during the course of the sessions 
they talk to others and share their

experiences. When one person does 
something others think ‘I could do 
that’ and it has a very positive effect. 

“People decide to cycle to work or 
they go on 40 or 60-mile rides which 
they would never have thought of 
doing when they started.” 

Now, the group has started a 
scheme aimed at riders with 
disabilities and their families. 

The unique 
project is run in 
conjunction with 
Corelli College 
on Saturdays 
at 1.30pm.

A good venue, hard work and some 
excellent talent saw the fixture 
completely sold out.

The comics themselves were varied 
in style from their content to their 
tone and delivery.
